Two  amendments  were  added  to  the  Proposed  Subdivision 
Plan. 

At  least  five  sites  for  the  relocation  of  our  town  dump  were 
presented  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  approval. 

The  meetings  for  July  and  August  were  cancelled. 

Stanley  Tenney  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Planning 
Board  at  the  meetings,  sponsored  by  the  Antrim  Grange,  to  discuss 
the  police  situation  in  town. 

Mildred  Dudley  was  reappointed  to  the  Board  for  a  term  of 
five  years. 

We  entertained  the  Bennington  and  Hillsborough  Planning 
Boards  in  October  to  discuss  the  problems  facing  us,  which  in 
many  instances,  are  similar. 

The  respective  Boards  feel  these  joint  meetings  are  bene- 
ficial to  everyone  concerned,  and  we  hope  to  continue  this  prac- 
tice in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
DISTRICT  CHIEF 

People  cause  fires.  Our  records  show  that  the  number  of  fires 
increase  in  an  area  as  the  population  increases  and  our  state  is 
growing  tremendously.  This  means  that  we  all  must  be  aware  of 
fire  causes  and  do  our  best  to  prevent  their  occurrence. 

When  we  are  very  young  lighting  matches  is  an  adventure, 
burnt  fingers  and  a  dropped  match  is  another  fire.  A  little  older 
we  like  to  have  a  woodland  cookout,  or  go  out  by  ourselves  for  a 
smoke  but  fire  and  forests  get  together  for  another  statistic.  We 
adults  like  to  clean  up  in  the  spring,  burn  the  old  debris  and  the 
dead  grass,  result  —  escaped  fires  and  much  personal  expense. 

With  new  homes  and  summer  cottages  located  in  woodlands 
and  with  abandoned  fields  and  forests  crowding  the  back  yard  of 
our  villages'  streets,  it  is  necessary  that  everyone  be  aware  all 
through  the  fire  season,  which  comes  with  the  disappearance  of  the 
snow,  of  the  need  to  be  careful  with  outdoor  fires  and  fire  sources. 

The  following  action  well  help: 

1.  To  teach  our  children  the  danger  of  lighted  matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from  a  car  or 
while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To  safely  dispose  of  rubbish  preferably  at  the  town  dump. 
If  you  must  bum — 

a.  You  need  a  written  permit  from  the  town  fire  warden 
for  all  debris  burning  except  when  the  ground  is  cov- 
ered with  snow.  Cooking  fires  in  outdoor  fireplaces  or 
in  charcoal  brasiers  in  your  own  back  yard  is  permitted 
on  notification  of  the  warden. 

b.  The  warden  is  forbidden  by  regulation  to  allow  burn- 
ing of  household  rubbish  on  grass  by  householders  be- 
tween 9:00  a.m.,  and  5:00  p.m. 

c.  Have  equipment  on  hand  to  control  the  fire  before  you 
light  the  match. 

4.  Promptly  report  any  fire  out  of  control  to  your  fire  warden 
or  fire  department. 

Help  us  to  keep  our  town  out  of  the  fire  occurrence  column 
and  save  your  tax  dollars  for  useful  purposes.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWERAGE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  at  the  Town  Meeting,  March 
1968,  your  Committee  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  United 
States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD), 
an  application  for  funds  for  advanced  planning  for  the  town's 
proposed  sewerage  system,  based  on  the  preliminary  report  pre- 
pared for  the  town  by  the  Anderson-Nichols  Company. 

This  application,  after  approval  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Pollution  Control  Committee,  was  submitted  to  HUD  on  July 
31,  1968.  The  application  was  returned  by  HUD  on  August  29tli 
as  not  approvable,  based  on  a  new  requirement  for  local  compre- 
hensive planning.  As  a  result  of  protest  from  many  similarly 
affected  towns,  aided  by  Congressman  Cleveland  and  others,  the 
prerequisite  of  comprehensive  planning  was  dropped,  and  we  were 
advised  by  HUD  to  resubmit  our  application.  This  was  done  on 
November  14th.  Its  receipt  was  acknowledged  by  HUD  on  Novem- 
ber 22nd,  with  the  additional  request  that  at  least  options  on  the 
two  pumping  sites  be  obtained.  The  Committee  is  currenly  work- 
ing on  this  problem. 

It  now  appears  that  no  immediate  action  can  be  expected 
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on  our  application,  primarily  due  to  lack  of  funds  in  the  Federal 
program. 

Also  in  accordance  with  the  1968  Town  Meeting  action,  the 
Committee  has  continued  working  with  representatives  of  the 
Town  of  Bennington  towards  the  preparation  of: 

1.  A  working  agreement  whereby  Antrim  and  Bennington 
would  both  use  the  same  treatment  plant,  presumably 
located   in   Bennington. 

2.  To  prepare  a  Sewerage  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of  An- 
trim which  can  serve  as  a  basis  for  the  further  develop- 
ment of  the  program. 

Drafts  of  an  agreement  between  Antrim  and  Bennington  have 
been  made,  and  a  general  basis  for  cooperation  between  the  towns 
has  been  developed.  Further,  within  the  authority  of  the  respec- 
tive town  meetings,  letters  of  intent  relating  to  the  cooperative 
project  have  been  transmitted  between  the  two  towns. 

However,  in  the  Committee's  opinion,  based  on  the  advice  of 
both  Town  counsel  and  Anderson-Nichous,  a  proper  agreement 
between  the  towns  cannot  be  drawn  until  the  final  planning  has 
been  done  and  figures  are  available  to  serve  as  a  solid  basis  for 
negotiation.  Therefore,  no  agreement  draft  is  presented  for  ap- 
proval at  this  time. 

With  the  assistance  of  Anderson-Nichols  Company  and  An- 
trim and  Bennington  town  counsels,  a  draft  of  a  Sewerage  Ord- 
inance has  been  prepared  (see  appendix).  This  is  a  typical  ord- 
inance outlining  the  physical  conditions  of  operation  of  the  system. 
Since  such  an  ordinance  is  prerequisite  to  gaining  government  as- 
sistance, and  since  it  does  not  prematurely  define  any  distribution 
of  costs  for  construction  and  operation  of  the  system,  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  that  this  Ordinance  be  adopted  as  per  Article 
10  in  the  Town  Warrant.  Adoption  of  this  Ordinance  will  depend 
on  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  certain  sections  of  Chapter  252  of 
the  New  Hampshire  statutes;  accordingly  Article  9  has  been  intro- 
duced for  this  purpose.  Passage  of  these  two  Articles  will  permit 
the  Town  to  maintain  its  present  program  and  also  maintain  a 
position  for  acceptance  of  Federal  funds  when  such  become  avail- 
able. The  Committee  feels  strongly  that  its  efforts  should  be  con- 
tinued in  order  that  the  Town  may  be  in  a  position  to  conform 
with  the  provisions  of  existing  State  and  Federal  statutes  relating 
to  the  abatement  of  pollution.

Sewerage  Study  Committee 
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TOWN  OF  ANTRIM  SEWERAGE  ORDINANCE 

In  order  to  preserve  the  well-being  of  the  Town  of  Antrim 
and  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Sta- 
tutes Annotated  Chapter  31,  Section  39,  the  following  ordinance 
is  hereby  adopted. 

SECTION  1 — Purpose  and  Definitions: 

This  ordinance  is  designed  to  regulate  the  use  of  public  sew- 
erage and  drainage  systems,  the  discharge  of  waters  and  wastes 
into  the  systems,  and  to  provide  penalties  for  violations  of  this  ord- 
inance. 

DEFINITIONS: 

Unless  the  context  specifically  indicates  otherwise,  the  mean- 
ing of  terms  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Sewerage  Works  shall  mean  all  facilities  for  collecting, 
pumping,  treating,  and  disposing  of  sewage  and  polluted 
industrial  wastes. 

2.  Town  shall  mean  the  Town  of  Antrim  acting  by  and 
through  its  Selectmen  or,  in  appropriate  cases,  acting  by 
and  through  its  authorized  representative, 

3.  Seiyage  shall  mean  the  normal  water-carried  household 
and  toilet  wastes  discharged  from  residences,  business 
buildings  and  institutions,  excluding  ground,  surface  and 
storm  water. 

4.  Sewer  shall  mean  a  pipe  or  conduit  for  carrying  sewage 
and  polluted  industrial  wastes. 

5.  Public  Sewer  shall  mean  a  sewer  in  which  all  owners  of 
abutting  properties  have  equal  rights,  and  is  controlled 
by  public  authority. 

6.  Combined  Sewer  shall  mean  a  conduit  receiving  both 
surface  runoff  and  sewage. 

7.  Sanitary  Sewage  shall  mean  a  sewer  which  carries  sew- 
age and  polluted  industrial  wastes,  but  excludes  ground, 
surface  and  storm  waters. 

8.  Storm  Drain  shall  mean  a  conduit  which  carries  ground, 
surface  and  storm  waters  and  drainage,  but  excludes  sew- 
age and  polluted  industrial  sewage. 

9.  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  shall  mean  any  arrangement  of 
devices  and  structures  used  for  treating  sewage  and  pol- 
luted industrial  wastes. 

10.  Industrial  Wastes  shall  mean  the  polluted  wastes  from 
industrial   processes   as  distinct  from  sewage. 

11.  Garbage  shall  mean  solid  wastes  from  the  preparation, 
cooking  and  dispensing  of  food,  and  from  the  handling, 
storage,  and  sale  of  produce. 
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12.  Properly  Shredded  Garbage  shall  mean  the  wastes  from 
the  preparation,  cooking,  and  dispensing  of  food  that  has 
been  shredded  to  such  a  degree  that  all  the  particles  will 
be  carried  freely  under  the  flow  conditions  normally  pre- 
vailing in  public  sewers,  with  no  particle  greater  than 
y2-inch  in  any  dimension. 

13.  Building  Drain  shall  mean  that  part  of  the  lowest  hori- 
zontal piping  of  a  drainage  system  which  receives  the 
sewage  and  polluted  industrial  wastes  from  pipes  inside 
the  walls  of  the  building  and  conveys  it  to  the  building 
sewer  5-feet  outside  the  inner  face  of  the  building  wall. 

14.  Building  Sewer  shall  mean  the  extension  from  the  build- 
ing drain  to  the  public  sewer  or  other  place  of  disposal. 

15.  B.  O.  D.  (denoting  Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand)  shall 
mean  the  quantity  of  oxygen  utilized  in  the  biochemical 
oxidation  of  organic  matter  under  standard  laboratory  pro- 
cedures in  5-days  at  20°C.,  expressed  in  parts  per  million 
by  weight. 

16.  pH  means  the  logarithm  of  the  reciprocal  of  the  weight 
of  hydrogen  ions  in  grams  per  liter  of  solution. 

17.  Suspended  Solids  shall  mean  solids  that  either  float  on 
the  surface  of,  or  are  in  suspension  in  water,  sewage,  or 
other  liquids;  and  which  are  removable  by  laboratory 
filtering. 

18.  Natural  Outlet  shall  mean  any  outlet  into  a  watercourse, 
pond,  ditch,  lake,  or  other  body  of  surface  or  ground 
water. 

19.  Watercourse  shall  mean  a  channel  in  which  a  flow  of 
water  occurs,   either  continuously  or  intermittently. 

20.  Person  shall  mean  any  individual,  firm,  company,  asso- 
ciation, society,  corporation,  or  group. 

21.  Shall,  is  mandatory;  May,  is  permissiove. 

SECTION  2— Rules  and  Regulations: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  use  of  the  sewerage  works  of  the  Town  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient. 

SECTION  3— Sewer  Connections: 

The  sewage  from  every  building  or  structure  intended  for 
human  habitation  use  or  occupancy  shall  be  conducted  into  a 
sewer  provided  there  is  a  sewer  in  the  street  within  200  feet  of 
said  building,  and  provided  the  Town  may  exempt  any  building 
from  the  foregoing  requirement  until  such  time  as  it  may  deter- 
mine. On  all  streets  provided  with  a  sewer,  the  sewage  from  all 
buildings  hereafter  constructed  shall  be  conducted  into  such  sewer. 
No  privy,  vault,  or  cesspool  for  sewage  shall  here  after  be  con- 
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structed  on  any  property  abutring  on  a  street  provided  with  a 
sewer. 

SECTION  4— Permits: 

Permits  to  connect  with  a  sewer  shall  be  issued  in  a  form  and 
manner  and  for  a  fee  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  pro- 
vided such  permits  may  at  any  time  be  revoked  and  annulled  for 
such  cause  as  they  may  deem  sufficient,  and  all  parties  in  interest 
shall  be  held  to  have  waived  the  right  to  claim  damages  on  account 
of  such  revocation,  provided  that  such  revocation  shall  be  annulled 
on  compliance  with  the  provisions  in  this  chapter  and  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Town  of  Antrim. 

SECTION  5— Unpolluted  Wastes: 

No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  discharged  any  storm 
water,  surface  water,  ground  water,  roof  runoff,  subsurface  drain- 
age, cooling  water,  or  unpolluted  industrial  process  water,  to  any 
sewer. 

SECTION  6— Disposal  of  Storm  Water: 

Storm  water  and  all  other  unpolluted  drainage  shall  be  dis- 
charged to  storm  drains  or  to  a  natural  outlet  approved  by  the 
Town.  Industrial  cooling  water  or  unpolluted  process  water  may 
be  discharged  upon  approval  of  the  Town  to  drains  or  natural 
outlet. 

SECTION  7 — Interceptors  and  Traps: 

Grease,  oil,  and  sand  interceptors  shall  be  provided  when,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Town,  they  are  necessary  for  the  proper  hand- 
ling of  liquid  wastes  containing  grease,  oil,  sand  or  other  materials 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Town,  will  damage  or  interfere  with 
the  operation  of  sewers  or  drains  or  give  rise  to  hazardous  condi- 
tions therein.  All  interceptors  shall  be  of  the  type  and  capacity 
approved  by  the  Town  and  shall  be  located  as  to  be  readily  and 
easily  accessible  for  cleaning  and  inspection.  Grease  and  oil  inter- 
ceptors shall  be  constructed  of  impervious  material  capable  of 
withstanding  abrupt  and  extreme  changes  in  temperature.  They 
shall  be  of  substantial  construction,  watertight,  and  equipped  with 
easily  removable  covers  which,  when  bolted  in  place,  shall  be  gas- 
tight  and  watertight.  Where  required,  all  grease,  oil  and  sand  in- 
terceptors shall  be  installed  and  maintained  by  the  owner  at  his 
expense,  in  continuously  efficient  operation  at  all  times. 

SECTION  8 — Wastes  Inadmissable  to  Public  Sewers: 

No  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  other  person  having  charge  of 
the  premises  drained  into  a  public  sewer  shall  discharge  into  such 
sewer  any  of  the  following  described  waters  or  wastes: 

I.  Any  liquid  or  vapor  having  a   temperature  higher  than 
150'F; 
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2.  Any  garbage  that  has  not  been  properly  shredded; 

3.  Any  ashes,  cinders,  sand,  mud,  straw,  shavings,  metal,  glass, 
rags,  feathers,  tar,  plastic,  wood,  or  any  other  solid  or 
viscous  substance  capable  of  causing  obstruction  to  the 
flow  in  sewers  or  other  interference  with  the  proper  opera- 
tion of  the  sewerage  works; 

4.  Any  waters  or  wastes  having  a  pH  lower  than  5.5  or  higher 
than  9.0  or  having  any  corrosive  property  capable  of  caus- 
ing damage  or  hazards  to  structures,  equipment  and  per- 
sonnel of  the  sewerage  works; 

5.  Any  water  or  wastes  containing  a  toxic  or  poisonous  sub- 
stance in  sufficient  quantity,  either  singly  or  by  interaction 
with  other  wastes,  to  injure  or  interfere  with  any  sewage 
treatment  process,  constitute  a  hazard  to  humans  or  ani- 
mals, or  create  a  public  nuisance; 

6.  Any  waters  or  wastes  containing  suspended  solids  of  such 
character  and  quantity  that  unusual  attention  or  expense 
is  required  to  handle  such  material  at  the  sewerage  treat- 
ment plant; 

7.  Any  noxious  or  malodorous  gas  or  substance  capable  of 
creating  a  public  nuisance; 

8.  Any  inflammable  liquid  which  is  harmful  to  the  sewers  or 
drains,  the  treatment  works  or  processes  or  which  will 
result  in  hazardous  or  obnoxious  conditions  in  the  sewage 
works; 

9.  Any  material  or  liquid  known  by  said  person  to  be  harm- 
ful to  the  system  or  any  part  thereof. 

SECTION  9— Industrial  Wastes: 

The  Town  with  the  advice  of  a  sanitary  engineer  shall  de- 
termine the  quantity  and  quality  of  all  industrial  wastes  which 
can  be  properly  taken  into  the  sewerage  works  in  addition  to  the 
sanitary  sewage  from  the  Town,  and  the  Town  may  regulate  by 
appropriate  rules  and  regulations  approved  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen the  flow  of  industrial  wastes  into  the  sewerage  system. 
The  Town  shall  have  the  right  to  require  an  applicant,  owner  or 
contributor  of  industrial  waste  to  install  and  maintain  at  its  own 
expense,  such  regulating  and  metering  devices  as  may  be  needed 
to  control,  measure  and  record  the  flow  of  industrial  wastes  from 
his  premises  into  the  sewerage  system. 

SECTION  10— Biochemical  Oxygen  Demand  (BOD): 

The  admission  into  the  public  sewers  of  any  waters  or  wastes 
having 

1.  A  5-day  biochemical  oxygen  demand  greater  than  300 
parts  per  million  by  weight; 

2.  Or  containing  more  than  350  parts  per  million  weight  of 
suspended  solids; 
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3.  Or  containing  any  quantity  of  substances  having  the  char- 
acteristics previously  described  in  Section  8; 

4.  Or  having  an  average  daily  flow  greater  than  ten  (10) 
percent,  of  the  average  daily  seu^erage  flow  of  the  Town, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  review  and  approval  of  the  Town. 
When  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Town,  the  owner 
shall  provide  such  preliminary  treatment  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to 

(a)  Reduce  the  biochemical  oxygen  demand  to  300  ppm. 
and  the  suspended  solids  to  350  ppm.  by  weight,  or 
reduce  objectionable  characteristics  or  constituents 
within  the  maximum  limits  established  by  the  Town 
after  consideration  of  the  characteristics  of  the  section 
of  the  sewerage  works  into  which  the  waste  water 
will  be  discharged; 

(b)  Or  control  the  quantities  and  rates  of  discharge  of 
such  waters  or  wastes.  Plans,  specifications  and  any 
other  pertinent  information  relating  to  the  proposed 
preliminary  treatment  facilities  shall  be  submitted  for 
the  approval  of  the  Town,  and  no  construction  of 
such  facilities  shall  be  commenced  until  said  approv- 
als are  obtained  in  writing. 

SECTION  11 — Preliminary  Treatment: 

Where  preliminary  treatment  facilities  are  required  or  pro- 
vided for  any  waters  or  wastes,  they  shall  be  maintained  continu- 
ously in  satisfactory  and  efficient  operation  by  the  owner  at  his 
expense. 

SECTION  12— Control  Manholes: 

When  required  by  the  Town,  the  owner  of  any  property  dis- 
charging industrial  wastes  shall  install  a  suitable  control  man- 
hole in  the  building  sewer  to  facilitate  obser\'ation,  sampling  and 
measurement  of  the  wastes.  Such  manhole,  when  required,  shall 
be  accessible  and  safely  located  and  shall  be  constructed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  approved  by  the  Town.  The  manhole 
shall  be  installed  by  the  owner  at  his  own  expense  and  shall  be 
maintained  by  him  so  as  to  be  safe  and  accessible  at  all  times. 

SECTION  13— Standard  Tests: 

All  measurements,  tests,  and  analysis  of  the  characteristics  of 
the  waters  and  wastes  to  which  reference  is  made  in  Section  8 
through  10  shall  be  determined  at  the  control  manhole  provided 
for  in  Section  12,  or  upon  suitable  samples  taken  at  control  man- 
hole. In  the  event  that  no  special  manhole  has  been  required, 
special  methods  of  sampling  the  waste  waters  satisfactory  to  the 
Town  will  be  made  by  the  owner  at  the  request  of  the  Town. 
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SECTION  14— Special  Agreement: 

No  statement  contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
as  preventing  any  special  agreement  or  arrangement  between  the 
Town  and  any  industrial  concern  whereby  an  industrial  waste  of 
unusual  strength  or  character  may  be  accepted  by  the  Town  for 
treatment,  subject  to  payment  therefor  by  the  industry  and  sub- 
ject to  approval  and/or  acceptance  by  the  treatment  authority. 

SECTION  15— Conflict  of  Ordinances: 

If  a  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  found  to  be  in  conflict 
with  any  provision  of  any  zoning,  building,  safety  or  health  or 
other  ordinance  or  code  of  the  Town  of  Antrim,  or  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  existing  on  or  subsequent  to  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance,  that  provision  which,  in  the  judgement  of  the 
Town,  establishes  the  higher  standard  of  safety  and  protection  of 
health  shall  prevail;  and  that  ordinance  or  provision  which  sets 
the  lower  standard  is  hereby  declared  to  be  invalid  to  the  extent 
that  it  is  found  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  ordinance  or  provision 
which  sets  the  higher  standard  and  is  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  16— Constitutionality: 

Should  any  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  in 
this  ordinance  be  declared  unconstitutional  or  invalid  for  any 
reason,  the  remainder  of  the  ordinance  shall  not  be  affected  there- 
by and  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  and  to  this  end  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  declared  to  be  severable. 

SECTION  17— Violations: 

Any  person,  firm,  partnership,  or  corporation  found  to  be 
violating  or  in  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  served  by  the  Town  of  Antrim  with  a  written  notice  stating 
the  nature  of  the  violation  and  providing  a  reasonable  time  limit, 
as  determined  by  the  Town,  for  the  satisfactory  correction  thereof. 
The  offender  shall,  within  the  period  of  time  stated  in  the  notice, 
permanently  cease  all  such  violations.  Upon  expiration  of  such 
notice  the  Town  may  apply  to  Court  of  Equity  for  such  relief  as 
may  be  just. 

SECTION  18— Penalties: 

Any  person,  firm,  partnership  or  corporation  who  shall  be 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdeameanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
in  the  amount  not  more  than  the  highest  amount  allowed  by 
New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31,  Section 
39.  Each  day  in  which  any  such  violation  shall  continue  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  violation. 

SECTION  19— Liability: 

Any  person,  firm,  partnership  or  corporation  violating  any  of 
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the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  become  liable  to  the  Town 
of  Antrim  for  any  expense,  loss,  or  damage,  including  reasonable 
legal  expense,  occasioned  to  the  Town  by  reason  of  such  violation. 

SECTION  20— Inconsistent  By-Laws: 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  which  are  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  21— Effective  Date: 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  major- 
ity vote  of  those  present  and  voting  at  duly  called  meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Antrim. 


REPORT  OF  TOWN  HISTORY  COMMITTEE 

In  compliance  with  the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  of  March  1968, 
the  Selectmen  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  Byron  G.  But- 
terfield.  Earl  X.  Cutter,  Ellerton  H.  Edwards,  Harold  M.  Fleming, 
Donald  B.  Madden,  Miriam  W.  Roberts  and  Beverly  Tenney,  to 
gather  material  for  an  historical  narrative  of  what  has  transpired 
in  Antrim  during  the  period  extending  from  the  date  of  printing 
of  the  Cochrane  History  of  1877  to  the  present  time. 

At  a  meeting  on  May  8,  1968  the  committee  organized  with 
Ellerton  H.  Edwards,  Chairman  and  Miriam  Roberts,  Secretary. 

In  September  Mrs.  Tenney  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from 
the  committee  and  Alice  R.  Thompson  and  Arleen  P.  White  have 
since  been  appointed  to  the  committee. 

Much  material  has  been  gathered  and  is  being  tabulated  in 
chronological  order.  Several  citizens  have  volunteered  their  services 
and  are  writing  up  certain  phases  of  events  and  happenings  that 
have  transpired  over  the  years.  We  need  more,  anyone  having 
historical  material  not  otherwise  available  to  the  committee  is 
invited  to  contact  any  of  the  members  so  that  it  might  be  added 
to  what  is  already  being  assembled. 

Since  the  committee  has  not  tried  to  put  any  of  the  mater- 
ial collected  into  a  narrative  form  we  have  no  way  of  estimating 
the  size  or  cost  of  publishing  a  history  at  this  time. 

It  is  our  recommendation  that  the  same  committee  be  con- 
tinued in  office,  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  1968  appro- 
priation be  retained  for  the  use  of  this  committee.

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PRECINCT  REPORT 

Several  things  were  accomplished  during  1968  which  have 
needed  attention  for  some  time.  We  completed  laying  6"  cast  iron 
pipe  on  Wallace  Street,  and  4"  cast  iron  pipe  on  Prospect  Street, 
replacing  the  old  small  iron  pipes. 

The  gate  house  at  Gregg  Lake  was  repaired,  with  new  sills 
and  floor,  and  all  that  remains  is  a  coat  of  paint  to  put  the  struc- 
ture in  excellent  condition.  The  dike  was  re-inforced  by  several 
yards  of  material  and  is  far  safer  than  before.  It  is  planned  to  cut 
down  several  trees  this  coming  year  and  this  should  complete 
the  project. 

The  water  distribution  system  is  in  good  shape  except  for 
lower  High  Street  which  is  still  supplied  by  a  small  iron  pipe. 

The  water  from  Campbell  Pond  gave  us  some  trouble  this 
year  due  to  a  very  rapid  growth  of  algae  during  the  late  summer 
and  we  were  forced  to  depend  on  well  water  until  the  situation 
could  be  remedied.  The  lines  were  flushed  several  times,  the  hyd- 
rants inspected  regularly  and  repacked  with  grease  as  necessary. 

The  New  Hampshire  Board  of  Underwriters  made  a  hydrant 
flow  test  in  August  and  were  not  too  unhappy  with  the  results, 
particularly  with  the  pump  at  the  well  in  operation.  We  are  still 
below  the  standard  flow  rates  which  the  Board  has  revised  up- 
ward by  at  least  100%  over  the  past  few  years.  The  pump  must 
necessarily  be  used  to  give  adequate  amounts  of  water  in  case  of 
fire,  which  is  the  reason  for  Article  6  in  the  Warrant. 

We  are  keeping  abreast  of  the  latest  developments  on  meter- 
ing and  believe  we  should  delay  any  action  for  at  least  two  or 
three  years  due  to  the  very  rapid  advances  in  read  out  techniques. 

We  recommend  that  the  Precinct  vote  to  raise  $3,415.91  by 
taxation  and  collect  90%  of  established  water  rates.
